IS RECOVERING

Natural Thrift and Economy
Promise Rapid Progress

EXPORT BUSINESS GROWING

Our Qreat Ally Possessss Recyper
stive Powers Which Justify Sellef
That She Wil Mest' and Solve Tri.

umphantly the Problems Which Con-

front Her After the War,

With Paris boulevards echoing with
“yives" for American troops our Inter-
est In the wellfare of our ally vastly
increases, and the facts are not lack-
ing to encourage the bellef that she Is
already on the road to recovery from
the blow of Invasion by a ruthless en-
emy.

One of the most lmportaut devel
opments fs the announcement that
one of the largest buukiug lnstitutions
in Amerien conccerued with forelgn
trade, the Guarauty Trust company
of New York, has opened a Parls
branch to bandle the rapidly increas-
Ing volume of French business,

This action may surprise many per-
sons who bhad thought of France as
bowed under a calamitous Invasion.
The bank, however, gives figures Indl-
cating that France 18 not only meeting
ber military and civillan problems with
a stout heart and never fnlling cour-
age, but is re-establishing her export
business with this country.

In 1014, the year of the outbreak of
the war, importa from France to this
country totaled $141,446252. This to-
tal was reduced to $77,188,740 In 1015,
but last year the value of French im-
ports to the United States rose to
$102,077,0080.

“A nation that can achieve such a
commercial recovery while her terrl-
tory ia being ravished by the Invader,”
says the Trust company’'s statement,
“posscsses recuperative powers which
justify the bellef that she will emerge
from the present conflict prepared to
meet and solve triumphantly the prob-
fems which confront her."

The commercial and Industrial rec-
ord of France, following past wars, In-
dleates that she should recover quickly
from the actunl physical destruction
inflicted in the present confilet. The
reconstruction of rallronds, the erection
of factorles to replace those destroyed,
and the replacement of the mechanism
of induetrial activity that will be re-
quired and that is In part already
planned, offer a pecullarly inviting
fleld to American capltal and enter-
prise. ‘Tentative steps have already
been taken by representatives of Amer-
ican engineers and buainess men In thix
work,

Aslde from Its atiractive business
aspect, the enlistment of Amerlcan
money and effort In the great task of
reconstruction that will remalo at the
end of the war will tend to cement still
wore closely the tles that hind the two
great republies together, nnd will en-
able Amerlcans to discharge In part
the debt they owe to France for her
friendly Interest In the welfare and
progrese of the United States from
the beginning of 1t life ax & natlon,

In judging the industrial status of
any natlon, Its production and con-
sumption of conl, Iron, and steel and
the growth of Its transportation sys-
tems are highly significant factors,

In 1800, French industries consumed
21 milllon tons of coal, of which 185
millons were taken from home mines,
In 1912, the consumption was G1 mil-
Hons, of which 41 milllon tons were
taken from home mines,

In 18G9, the French output of east
fron was 1,380,000 tons, and of steel,
1,060,000 tons, In 1014, Franee pro-
duced 5811000 tong of east lron and
4005000 tons of steel,

The Increasing activity of her rain
way system i= slmlinrly demonstrat-
able. In 1880, there were In France
10,748 miles of rallway track; In 1912,
there were 31,548 miles,

Between 1809 and 1012, Inland navi-
gation Incressed 150 per cent; while
the trafic of her mercantile marine
has amazingly expanded. The tonnage
entering French ports In 1809 s set
down as 11000000 tons, In 1912
this had been Increared to 53,000,000
tons,

Leaders In American finance arcribe
this solldarity of the French republie
to three Influences; first, a thoroughly
sound banking system, centralized In
one of the greatest banking Institutions
of the world, the Bank of France; sec-
ond, the Ingrained thrift and frugality,
of the French people As a whole, to-
gether with a national economic vigor

elsewhere surpassed: third, wise
supervision, ¥nd patriotic co-operation
by the government with banking and
business interests,

The governmoent doer it part to war-
rant and retain the confidence of the
holders of Its securitlex, One of Ite
wise policles Is to Impose new taxes to
defray the Interest charges on new ge-
enrity lssmes. It bhegan this practice.
after the Franco-Prossian war, and s
today following the same rule o regard
to securities Igsned to floance the pres-
ent conflict, This contiuully of pur
pose, doubtieas, will prove reanssuring
to all holders of French government
necuritien,

The Franco-Prussian war of 18T0-
1871 taught the French people the
meaning of thrift and economy, 8o
well did they learn this lesson, that
the whole sum of the Indemnity de-
manded by Germany, $1,000,000,000,
wan ralsed within the republie's con-
fines by Ita own Inhabitants and paid
off more than one yenr before the time
atipulated by the Germans.

The habit thus aequired has, never
been forgotten by the French, and to-
day the aggregate number of Investora
purchagring the French war loans has
reached the amazlng total of 4,500,000
Individual subscribers, Perhaps no oth-
er country, In proportion to Its popula-
tlon, ean make 8o good a showing.

France is particularly fortunate In
that her small Investors prefer “safe”
Investments rather than offerings
which promise high returns. Govern-
ment rentes, In France are perpetu-
al, and this characteristic seems to ob-
taln for these government bonds In-
creasing favor In the eyes of the
French people.

The polnta of sympathy between
France and America are too many to
enumerate, but the spirtt of llberty and
its resultant democracy are, today as
always, the major Ideals of both na-
tions, Seeking no victories but those
of peace, no territory except thelr own,
no sovereignty except soverelgnty over
themselves — the Independence and
equal rights of the weakest member of
the family of natlons are to the people
of the United States and of France en-
titled to as much respect as those ot
the mightiest empire. In defense of
these principles, France is engaged In
n death struggle with militant autoc-
racy and ruthless aggreasion, and it is
not surprising to learn that she has
loaned to her alllea and to other friendly
staten 7,000,000,000 francs with which
to further the cauee of democracy. It
In in keeping with America's traditions
that xince the dafe on which we for-
mally allgned ourselves with France
nand her allles In the great struggle,
our government has lent to France
£:170,000,000,

It 1s eminently fitting that America
shounld now be fighting on French soll
to mnke the world safe for democracy.
The liberty that America has enjoyed
for 140 years France helped her to
nchieve. The swords of Lafayvette and
RRochambean, alded by the guns of De
Grasse upon the high seas, assisted In
cutting the forelgn tles that bound the
Ameriean colonleg prior to the War for
Independence, and from the private
purse of King Louls himself came the
first loan to Amerlea—unsecured and
uneonditional--to finance that historie
undertaking. It was wlth entire jus-

tiee that Washington wrote to Rocham-
hesu, “To the generous ald of your na-
tlon and to the hravery of Its zons I8
to be ascribed In a very great degree
that Independence for which we have
fought.”
